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Man Arrested Tuesday 
In Hit And Run Killing 


Following an extensive investigation 
by the Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, Department of Public Safety, 
Elba police, and with evidence gleaned 
by the Department of Forensic Science, 
the Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
(ABI) filed a charge of murder Tuesday 
afternoon in the death of David Hoyt 
Richardson, 20, of Elba. 


Filing murder charges against . 


George Stephen Hudson, 28, was 
Officer Steve Weekly of the ABI. He 
was assisted in making the Tuesday 
afternoon arrest by Cpl. D.H. Parker of 
the Department of Public Safety. Hud- 
son was released on a $10,000 bond 
later that afternoon, 

Richardson was apparently killed in 
a hit-and-run accident Saturday morn- 
ing on Coffee County Road 11, 1.7 miles 


east of Alabama 189 near the Stinson 
Community. 

According to a news release from 
the Department of Public Safety, Hud- 
son was arrested in the vicinity of his 
residence about 3 p.m, Tuesday. The 
murder warrant read that he ‘‘reck- 
lessly engaged in conduct which mani- 
fested extreme indifference to human 
life: and created a grave risk in death to 
a person other than said George 
Stephen Hudson and then did cause the 
death of David H. Richardson by 
running over him with a motor vehicle 
in violation of title 13-A-6-2 of the Code 
of Alabama.”’ 

The body was discovered at 5:18 
a.m. Saturday by Tommie Sherman of 
Route 1, Glenwood, who works the 
night shift at Dorsey Trailers in Elba. 
Sherman said the reason he was passing

Citizens Complaining 
About Complex 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night in a special session to hear 
complaints from citizens opposing the 
construction of a Section 8 government 
subsidized housing complex on four 
acres of land behind the Little Beaver. 

Approximately 25 citizens were at 
the meeting to protest the project and a 
recommendation by the city council that 
the Elba Housing Authority act as agent 
for the builders in floating tax-free 
bonds. 

The citizens were told that the 
project has already been approved by 
the previous administration and the 
federal government. Councilmen said 
the only decision left is whether to 
follow the recommendation of HUD and 
use tax-free bonds and give the housing 
authority some control over the area, or 
turning down this method and allow the 
builders to construct and maintain the 
30-unit complex without any housing 
authority control. 


School Worker 
Drowns Monday 


A 22-year-old employee of Elba 
Middle School was found dead Monday 
in a swimming pool at an Andalusia 
motel. : 

Willie C. Head's body was dis- 
covered in the pool of the Key Motel two 
miles north of Andalusia, by motel 
manager Glinda Boone. 

Covington County authorities are 
still awaiting the results of an autopsy 
to determine the exact cause of death. 
They are presently considering it as an 
accidental drowning. 

Head, who lived near Danley’s 
Crossroads, had worked as a janitor 
at Elba Middle School since last 
December. According’ to school 
officials, when Head did not come to 
work Monday morning, they began to 
worry that something might be wrong 
since he was rarely absent from work. 

Ms. Boone told Covington deputies 
that Head checked into the motel 
Sunday afternoon and motel employees 
began looking for him when he did 
not check out Monday. According to 
her statement, she saw the man in the 
poo} aréa at 4 a.m. Monday. Ms. 
Boone said he was fully clothed and 
jumping on the diving board. She also 
said she thought he had a beer can 
in one hand. Investigators later found 
empty beer cans in Head’s motel room 
and truck. 


Those present told the council they 
did not want the city nor the housing 
authority to be involved in any way and 
repeatedly asked if there was any way 
the project could be stopped. 

They were told that any action by the 
present administration to counter action 
taken by the city’s governing officials 


‘more than a year ago would leave the 


city open to a possible damage suit from 
the proposed builders. 

After an hour of discussion, the 
council voted on a motion by Charles 
Kennett that the city not rescind the 
recommendation that the housing auth- 
ority act as bonding agent for the 
builders, who were represented at the 
meeting by Ross and Marvin Cotter of 
Enterprise. 

The vote was taken without Council- 
man Sonny Inman, who abstained from 
voting after he discovered the proposed 
property is still owned by his brother- 
in-law. 

The other four councilmen, Kennett, 
Sharpless, Hawkins, and Trammell 
voted to stay with their original recom- 
mendation while Mayor Bob English 
yoted against it. 

The meeting adjourned with the 
citizens group awaiting the outcome of 
housing authority's meeting which was 
scheduled to be held last night. 

A building permit was issued to the 
builders on Tuesday, according to a city 
hall employee. English postponed is- 
suing the permit Monday because of the 
planned council meeting. 


Search Still On 
For Prisoners 


Four inmates who escaped last week 
from the Coffee County Jail in Elba 
are still at large. Sheriff Brice Paul 
said as of early Wednesday morning, 
none of the men had been found, 
but the search is continuing. 

The prisoners apparently jammed a 
lock on their cell door last Monday 
before dawn and then sawed through a 
padlock on a fire escape door. 

They allegedly stole a pick-up truck 
from Elba Tractor Company to use in 
their escape. The truck was found 
Saturday hidden in the woods off 
Hwy. 331 between Opp and Florala. 

Vhe escaped prisoners are John 
Leech, a 23-year-old white male; Ronnie 
Snow, also 23 years old and whité; 
Steve Carter, a 30-vear-old white male; 
and Daro Dale Moore, an 18-year-old 
black male.

talking with fellow employees. 

Sherman stayed at the scene while 
another passing motorist went to the 
nearby home of Fred Oglesby to report 
the accident . to the Elba Police 
Department. 

Initial investigation revealed Rich- 
ardson had been to a mobile home in the 
Stinson Community after midnight 
where his estranged wife, Shelia, was 
staying with her mother, Mrs. Odessa 
Moore. Family members told Sheriff 
Brice Paul the victim went around to 
several windows of the trailer attemping 
to get in, and they finally convinced him 
to leave around 2:30 a.m. They watched 
him walk down the road until he was 
away from the security light in front of 
the trailer. Mrs. Moore reportedly told 
officers she later heard a loud car speed 
up and go down the road but then heard 
nothing else. 

Officers began contacting all known 
acquaintances of Richardson's, trying to 
determine how the accident occurred, 
Several hours were spent talking with 
people who Richardson had told law 
officers earlier had beaten him. He 
reportedly told his mother-in-law and 
brother-in-law the same thing shortly 
before he died. 

Investigators found a set of home- 
made brass knuckles on the highway 
near the body. The accident occurred 
several hundred yards from his in-laws 
trailer. 

By Sunday morning law enforce- 
ment officials began piecipg together 


evidence which indicated that it mayor), 


have been a planned murder. State 
troopers began a house-to-house inves- 
tigation in the vicinity seeking someone 
with information that would develop 
this theory and discovered that Hudson 
may have been in the area shortly after 
2:30 a.m. After questioning Hudson 
Sunday afternoon, officers obtained his 
permission to search his 1975 Chevrolet 
and they discovered hair, blood, bits of 
flesh and skin that appeared to match 
that of Richardson's. 

Hudson reportedly told investigators 
he had been to a ‘beer joint’’ Friday 
night and did not remember anything 
until he woke up at home the next 
morning. 

‘Hudson continued to deny any 
knowledge of the accident and was 
released pending closer examination of 
the evidence and an autopsy report on 
Richardson's body. After the report was 
received Tuesday, a warrant was signed 
and Hudson arrested. : 


The autopsy revealed that the 
victim's spine was broken, which could 
have caused death in three to five 
minutes. There was also severe damage 
to the skull and brain. Investigators 
found Richardson's billfold with a $20 
bill tucked inside, 36.5 feet down the 
road from his body. Also scattered 
along the road was a belt, comb and one 
shoe was in the grass beside the 
highway.

Housing Authority Delays 
Action On Apartments 


The Elba Housing Authority met 
on Wednesday night, Aug. 26, in the 
canference room at the Morrow Villaga 
Orfice, and postponed taking any action 
on an apartment complex to be built 
on Highway 84 West, in Elba. 

Present at the meeting were 
Housiug Authority Executive Director 
Mary Flowers and board members Paul 
Morrow, John Shipman, Maxie Bruce, 
Alvie Galimore and W. H. Scarbrough. 
A group of six citizens were also 
present, as were builders Ross Cotter 
and Marvin Cotter. 

The purpose of the hastily called 
meeting was for the authority to 
approve the building of the apartment 
complex and to approve the sale of 
tax exempt bonds to be used in 
financing the project. By selling the 
bonds, the local housing authority 
would have complete control over the 
upkeep of the apartments. However, 
the citizens present voiced opposition to 
the location of the complex, and routine 
approval expected by the Cotters never 
came, 

“I got a call from Mayor English 
this afternoon,"’ stated board chairman 
Alvie Galimore, *‘and he requested we 
postpone voting on the  pro- 
posa! tonight. He said there were some 
questions that needed to be answered 
about the projezt before we take any 
action." 

When asked to explain just what was 
going to be build, Ross Cotter answered 
“These apartment structures will be 
nicer than any apartments in 
Elba. Approximately 21 months ago 
HUD (Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment) officials came to Elba and deter- 


mined there was a need for additional 
housing in the city. Our project was 
accepted and we are ready to start 
construction. What will be built “is 
a 30-unit complex, consisting of 10 
townhouses and 20 standard apart- 
ments. The townhouses will be two- 
story buildings, while the apartments 
will be one, two and three bedroom 
structures. As owners of the project, 
we have two methods of financing-- 
1. tandem, and 2. tax-exempt bonds. 
If we have to use the tandem method 
we will assume full control of the apart- 
ments, but if the bonds are sold the 
Housing Authority will be in charge. 
It will be nice housing and it has 
been approved by HUD. The apart- 
ments are going to be built, the only 
question is financing.” 

The citizens stated that if HUD was 
not involved they would not object, 
but said the location of the apart- 
ments was near their homes, and they 
were afraid the complex would lower 
the value of their homes. 

Cotter told the citizens the units 
would rent for $300-$400 a month, but 
admitted the rent would be federally 
“If the board doesn't vote tonight to 
take part we will go through the tandem 
method and the local authority will 
have no voice in the operation of the 
apartments,"’ declared Cotter. ‘We will 
break ground within three months."’ 

The citizens group again spoke up, 
expressing concern that the federal 
subsidy would favor the low income 
families. ‘‘If the rent was as high as 
you reported we would have no 
complaints,”’ said a citizen, ‘‘but when 
you start giving subsidies, a family

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could end up paying only $50 a month 
rent. That's a long way from $300 
a month. We are concerned that lower 
in¢omeé families will move in and in a 
couple of years the apartments will 
become run down, downgrading the 
value of our residential area. Would 
you want the project in your neighbor- 
hood?" 

“This board thought all property 
owners in the area knew of the apart- 
ments and were in favor of it,”’ 
said board member Paul Morrow. ‘I 
think we should delay action until we 
can talk about it. The board felt the 
city government should know all about 
the proposed project and that was why 
it was discussed at Monday night's 
meeting. However, I don't believe they 
knew of these objections. If the town 
wants it, I'm for it, but I’m not 
in favor of it now due to the opposition 
here tonight. I would like to postpone 
action until Monday, Aug. 31, so we can 
discuss the matter more with the city.” 

“You've been against the project 
all along and everybody knows it,” 
snapped Cotter, ‘*We can't wait.” 


Elba Girl Dies 
In Car Wreck 


Stephanie Johns, age 19, a 1980 
graduate of Elba High School and a 
student at Troy State University, died 
on Friday afternoon, Aug. 28, in the 
emergency room of the Elba General 
Hospital of injuries sustained in an 
automobile accident. 

The accident occurred at approxi- 
mately 3:00 p.m. on Highway 87 North 
(Troy Highway), near the home of Mr. 
Babe McCollough. According to 
witnesses at the scene, a tractor driven 
by Scott Boutwell was traveling south 
on the highway and was attempting to 
make a left turn into a field. A 
1976 Ford Mustang, driven by Debbie 
Williams, age 19, of Elba, in which 
Miss Johns was a passenger, attempted 
to pass the tractor and apparently 
left the roadway, overturning at least 
twice before coming to rest rightside 
up SO‘yards from the point it left 
the highway. Miss Johns was thrown 
from the car, which reportedly rolled 
over on her during the resulting action, 
doing what proved to be fatal injury 
to her chest area. The victim was 
treated at the scene by the Elba 
Rescue Squad, and was conscious, 
though in extreme pain. She was rushed 
to the Elba General Hospital, where she 
died moments later in the emergency 
room. 

Miss Williams was treated at the 
scene and also taken to the hospital, 
but suffered only minor injuries. 

Scott Boutwell, the driver of the 
tractor, told the Elba Clipper at the 
sight of the wreck that he saw the 
car coming up behind him, but thought 
it would slow down. When it started 
to pass he stated he jerked the tractor 
to the right to miss the car, which 
then went off the roadway and flipped. 

No charges have been pressed in 
connection with the accident.

Last week we heard of Representative Jimmy Holley's friends 
accusing him of becoming much too involved in solving the 
problem of overcrowding in the county jail. Four inmates had 
just escaped from the jail, stolen one of Holiey's trucks and 
left the county. These so-called ‘‘friends’’ of Jimmy's 
speculated that he had given them the hacksaw blades, and 
instructions on how to get to the tractor company and the 
truck. This would surely solve the overcrowding; but even 
with Jimmy's deep devotion to the taxpayers and our 
automatic suspect of all politicians, we don’t think his years in 
late-night legisiative sessions or smoke-filled back rooms 
would fog his mind that much! Even so we joined in the 
verbal abuse of Holley because it was one of those rare times 
when he was unable to retort with a catchy denial or 
counterclaim. 


The proposed housing project behind the Little Beaver has 
stirred some tempers in Elba during the past week, Residents 
of the Clark Subdivision have met with housing authority 
members, city council, and circulated petitions opposing the 
project. Also at least some members of the housing authority 
tend to oppose the privately-owned project because the 
approving agency (HUD) had turned down a similar project 
sponsored by the housing authority itself. Seldom would 
those opposing the project listen to statements from the 
builder, housing authority or city officials who tried to explain 
that the only question was ‘‘how it would be financed,"' not 
“if the project would be built on the designated property." 
We see our friends opposing the project and understand their 
concern, but salute the city council for taking the stand and 
sticking with it. If an undesirable situation exists, it is better 
to have some control over occupants and maintenance than to 
turn our backs in a fit of rage, and for the next twenty years sit 
by and watch helplessly if things don’t go as promised

She impressed us as one who would 
only be involved in well-intended projects, and the record 
proves she worked at doing the best job possible on those 
ictivities in which she chose to participate. We share the 
sorrow of all who have suffered a loss during the past week, 
but especially the family of Stephanie Johns because we 
watched her grow up, liked her for her personality and 
respected her for her abilities and the high standards she 
chose for herself and her projects.

PEANUT HARVESTING 

I checked several peanut 
ficids this week where 
growers were right at the 
point of wanting to plow up. 
However, in most cases, 
these fields were a week to 
10 days away from the best 
harvesting time. 

Of course, a lot of things 
must be taken into con- 
sideration when it comes to 
harvesting peanuts. Some 
growers with large acreages 
will have to start a little 
sooner in some fields than 
they want to. Other growers 
depend on neighbors to do 
the harvesting, and they are 
at a disadvantage. 

We recommend digging 
when four out of five of the 
peanut hulls have turned 
dark. I like to pull up two or 
three bunches of peanuts and 
then select 100 fully grown 
peanuts. Then I start 
shelling and maintain one 
stack of dark hulls which 
indicates they should be dug 
and in another stack I keep 
the white hulls. When you 
pick out around 75-80 dark 
hull peanuts out of 100, it is 
time to dig.

DESTROYING WEEDS 
A lot of corn fields have 
gtown up and become weed 


and grass fields. Those 
fields which have been 
planted in corn should 


immediately be bushhogged 
and disked to destroy a lot of 
the weed and grass seeds 
before they mature. 

The stalks will also serve 
as a good cover for the fields 
during the winter months. 
The rotting process on the 
old stalks and roots can also 
begin much earlier if this is 
done. 


RECORDS 

Right now is an excellent 
time for farmers to make a 
record of the weed, disease 
and pest problems they find 
in each field. For example, | 
was in a field this week which 
had a heavy infestation of 
nematodes, | suggested that 
a record be kept of that so 
that when peanuts go back 


into that field, it can be 
treated at planting for 
nematodes. 

The same is true for 


heavy beggarweed infesta- 
tions. Believe me, we do 


have some damaging infesta- 
tions of beggarweed this 
season, By keeping a record, 
material can be used to help 
control beggarweed the next 
time those particular fields 
go into peanuts. It will be 
better to have a written 
record than trying to re- 
member. 

SAFETY 

Gloves are very handy for 
protecting the hands from 
cuts, burns and abrasions. 
However, gloves, particular- 
ly the larger type, can be 
dangerous when  wor:ing 
near moving parts. It is easy 
for a glove to get caught in 
machinery and instantly pull 
your finger or hand into the 
moving machine. 

You should not wear 
fabric or leather gloves when 
handling toxic or irritating 
chemicals. These chemicals 
will soak through and do 
damage. Liquid-proof, 
rubber or plastic gloves are 
your best choice when 
handling a lot of pesticides.

Treasure Forest is a 
program to recognize and 
award landowners who are, 
managing their forest land so 
that their forests are making 
their maximum contribution 
to Alabama and America. 
These landowners realize 
that there are many uses 
for forest land that are com- 
patible with one another, 
such 


such as outdoor recreation, 
timber, watershed, aesthet- 
ics, environmental protec- 
tion, and wildlife, and they 
manage their lands in ways 
that enhance those uses. 
They, in effect, are 
practicing multiple-use man- 
agement. 


Multiple-use manage- 
ment is defined as the man- 
agement of the various 
renewable surface resources 
of forest lands so that they 
are utilized in the combina- 
tion that most appropriately 
meets the needs of the 
needs of the landowner, 
while also enhancing other 
values. 

The ultimate goal or pur- 
pose of Treasure is to provide 
to the citizens of Alabama 
and America all the benefits 
that our forests are capable 
of providing. The Treasure 
program, sponsored by the 
Alabama Forestry Planning 
Committee, attempts to 
accomplish this goal 
by encouraging private forest 


landowners to manage their 
forest lands for all noncon- 
flicting uses to which they 
are suited, By giving public 
recognition to landowners 
who have done a good job, 
the Treasure program secks 
to inspire others to do like- 
wise. 

To qualify for Treasure 
Forest a landowner must 
meet certain qualifications. 
If you have been doing 
a good job of managing your 
forest lands or know of 
someone else who might be 
eligible for a Treasure Forest 
award, contact the Coffee 
County office of the Alabama 
Forestry Commission in New 
Brockton for more informa- 
tion.
